AMERICAN LAWYERS PAY 
A 1633 BEER BILL OF 
_ WASHINGTON'S GREAT-UNCLE

OXFORD, England, July 28. 
EMBERS of the Americar 
M Bar Association have paid 
a college debt of 17 shii- 
lings 10 pence for “Pattel,” 
more specifically for bread and 
beer, which was left unpaid by 
Lawrence Washincton, great 
uncle of George Washington, 
when he left Braznose College 
in 1633. 

After luncheon in the hall of 
the college with the principal 
and fellows of Braznose Satur- 
day, the visiting lawyers were 
shown old college records, in- 
cluding this unpaid bill of 
Washington, when he was a fel- 
low in the college. The Ameri- 
cans held a meeting and sub- 
scribed the outstanding 17 shil- 
lings and 10 pence, with the 
understanding that accrued 
interest could be waived. With 
some ceremony they handed the 
money to the principal, so that 
the Braznose records no longer 
would show a biot on the 
escutcheon of the Washingtons. 


KILLS SELF AFTER TEST 
OF HIS MARKSMANSHIP 


Salesman Fires Bullet Into 
Brain After Practicing On 
Target Near Camp. 


“That may be good shooting, but 
I'll hit a real target some day, 
when I turn it on myself,” re- 
marked Fred L. Lamb to a group 
of guests, who were enjoying an 
all-day outing at his cottage on 
the Meramec River, near the Le- 
may Ferry road, last evening. The 
host had evoked compliments at 
hie marksmanship by shattering 
several cardboard targets at vary- 
ing distances. 

Something in his cryptic re- 
mark induced some of the guests, 
among whom were women, to f)l- 
low Lamb, who had turned and 
walked to the cottage. As they 
arrived they heard a shot insidc, 
and upon entering found Lamb 1y- 
ing on the floor, # bullet wound in 
his forehead and the revolver in 
hand. He died 45 minutes later, 
without regaining consciousness. 

Members of the party notified 
the authorities, who informed 
Iamb’s relatives of the tragedy. 
They had no idea why Lamb end- 
ed his life. Lamb was a salesman, 
30 years old, unmarried, and lived 
at 2918 St. Vincent avenue, St. 
Louis County. He is survived by 
his mother, Mrs. Agnes Lamb, a 
widow, and one brother. 

The body was removed to an wun- 
dertaking establishment at 7814 
Seuth Broadway.

Opposing the granting of further 
permits to the People’s Motorbus 
Co., A. T. Perkins, general manager 
for the receiver of the United Rail- 
ways, today laid two plans of bus 


lic Service. 

First he suggested that the bus 
company be authorized to supply 
bus service over routes not 
supplied by any 


facility and offered to permit trans- 
fers from street cars to busses. The 
fare adjustment in this matter 
could be directeq by the Public 
Service Board, he said. 

If the People’s Motorbus Co. 
fails to agree to this plan of sup- 
plying supplemental service, he 
said, the Reorganization Commit- 
tee of the United Railways had in- 
structed him to say that within 90 
days it would form a bus company 
to supply service to outlying dis- 
tricts at a 10-cent dare and with 
transfers to the street car system. 

Extension Plan. 

The United Railways Co., Perk- 
ins said, could not extend its. Nr 
while in receivership, but prope 
subject to the approvat of the Fet 
eral Court and the State Public 
Service Commission, the issuance 
of a permit to the bus company 
which would serve Lindenwood 
and connect with the Tower Grove 
street car line at Woods street and 
Arsenal avenue. Transfers to the 
bus could be made by a payment 
of three cents additionai by the 
street car passenger. 

He pointed out that the policy 
of the bus company, as announced 
by its president, John Hertz of 
Chicago, was to supplement street 
car service and not compete with 
it. 

He attacked the bus company 
as having no status before the State 
Public Service Commission and 
pointed out that whereas the 
United Railways must show every 
financial detail of its operations, 
the bus company makes only a 
quarterly return of its gross earn- 
ings. 

Perkins also replied to the state- 
ment of John Ritchie, a bus com- 
pany official, that the proposed 
sale of the busses to the United 
Railways Reorganization Commit- 
tee for $2,400,000 fell through be- 
cause J. K. Newman was “unable 
to fulfill his contract.” 

Discusses Price Set. 

He charged that this price was 
200 per cent of the bus company’s 
real value and said that it was 
small wonder that United Railways 
security holders, despite the ap- 
parent urgency of the. situation, 
declined to pay a price twice the 
value of the property to be ac- 
quired.

At the age of 11, the psychia- 
trists have determined, Loeb first 
conceived the idea of becoming a 
criminal. He would lle abed 
dreaming of being attacked and 80 
become imbued with a feeling of 
self-pity. From then on he stole 
and lied, the allenists assert. He 
began with little things, such as 
telling his governess deliberate un- 
truths when he knew that they 
would get him out of unpleasant 
situations or help him to escape 
punishment. 

Loeb’s first criminal leanings. 
the report continues, were those of 
the ordinary boy, the theft of 
cookies ang go forth. At the age of 
15, however, he stole automobiles 
for excitement, with the assistance 
of Leopold. The two planned to 
rob a wine-cellar in a north-shore 
suburb but falled when they were 
unable to gain entrance to the 
house. While at the University of 
Michigan they helped themselves 
to students’ property at fraternity 
houses. 

Loeb’s intense fondness for 
books was attributed by the men- 
tality specialists as a principal fac- 
tor in determining his later course 
in life. A story of a criminal whe 
kidnaped a boy and held him 
in a padded room of the attic in 
the boy's home, the alienists re- 
port, set the germ of the Franks 
murder in Loeb's mind. 

The report quotes him as saying. 
concerning that tale: “I think this 
started me off on the whole thing.” 

Selection of the Victim. 

The two wealthy students first 
considered definite action in their 
kidnaping plot when they were re- 
turning from Ann Arbor, Mich. 
They decided to make Richard Ru- 
bel, a University of Chicago stu- 
dent, their victim. Both liked Ru- 
bel, but because they feared the 
elder Rubel “was too tight” and 
so would spoil their chances of col- 
lecting ransom, and not because of 
their fondness for their intended 
victim, they discarded him as a

Shifting of Population to Small 
Houses Reflected in Art 
Auctions. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 28.—The tenden- 
cy among well-to-do people to for- 
sake big country mansions in favor 
of smaller residences has brought 
about a striking change in the de- 
mand for paintings of old masters. 
This has been noticeable during 
recent months at public auctions. 

It appears that the day of the 
big canvas is past, people picking 
up small paintings more suitable 
for small houses or flats. In fact. 
they have been buying by the 
square inch where their forefathers 
brought by the square yard to fill 
the huge walis of rooms in big 
country mansions. 

At a recent sale of the Duke of 
Westminster's pictures, several big 
Rubens were sent home because 
the experts and dealers refused to 
make a bid for these “white ele- 
phants.”” At a sale of the Princess 
Royal's pictures last week a paint- 
ing nine feet square got a bid of 
only two shillings per foot while a 
Velasquez brought only eight 
guineas. 

Other paintings of anything less 
than four feet sold readily. For 
Reynold’s “Portrait of a Lady," 
3700-guineas were paid; for Rae- 
burn’s “Portrait of Miss Reid,”’ 
3300 guineas were paid, and 3900 
guineas for a small panel by Quin- 
tin Matsys. 

Many other small pictures sold 
for between 2000 and 4800 guineas. 
The latter price was paid for Rey- 
nold’s “Portrait of Lady Mary 
Coke." The Princess Royal  pic- 
tures netted 12,931 guineas.

IN UNITED STATES, PSYCHIATRISTS SAY

NEW YORK, July 28.—Our 
American minds are cracking un- 
der the strain of American civiliza- 
tion. In 150 years it is possible 
that -one\person out of every 200 
will be an asylum patient. This is 
not only possible, but probable. 


Uniess something quite radical is 
discovered and applied to check the 
ravages of the dread spectre of in- 
sanity in our midst, we shall in 


| time become a nation of idiots and 


im beciles. 


, As life in our urban centers be-/ 


comes more and more complex, we 
are approaching that horrible goal 
with steady, unevitable strides. 

Is this an ‘incredible, unwar- 
rantably gloomy forecast? Is it 
the mere fantasy of a pessimist, 
seeking to scare us with a ghastly 
vision, utterly false 7 

Unfortunately it is not. We can- 
not give it the Me and dismiss it 


ing to face these established facts: 

In the year 1880 only 8 persons 
out of every 10,000 in the United 
States were confined in “institu- 
In 1920 
the proportion had-risen-+to 22 out 
of every 10,000—more than ‘two 
out of every thousand. Within the 
same span of time, the actual num- 
ber of insane had increased from 
41,000 to 233,000. And the increase 
is still going on. 

Dr. Charles M. Mayo, America’s 
“doctor of doctors,” recently de- 
clared, “We have doubled the num- 
ber of insane in 30 years. In a 
period when medicine has made 
such splendid progress as a curative 
for the body, we find insanity in- 
creasing at @ surprising rate. The 
study of mental afflictions has been 
just as intensive as the study of 
bodily affliction, and, broadly 
speaking, progress has been equal 
Still the number of deficientor de- 
ranged persons is larger thang ever. 
This leads to but one conclusion: 
That insanity has grown with our 
civilization. 


Speaking before the American 
Psychiatric Association, an audi-) 
ence of lunacy-specialists. Dr. Ho- 
ratio M. Pollock, statistician and 
secretary of the New York State 
Hospital Commission, the closest 
student of the figures pertaining to 
this subject, stated: .“I wish to 
allay any apprehensions you may 
have concerning the’ permanence 
of your positions. Unless the the- 
ory of probability fails ang statis- 
tical curves are meaningless, the 
hospitals for the treatment of 
mergal disease will be among the 
last institutions to go out of buai- 
ness when this old world ‘has run 
its course and the heavens are 
rolied up like a scroll,’ and judg- 
ing from present conditions, there 
will be vacancies on the medical 
staffs up to the very last. 


Institutions Are Crowded. 


In a personal message to the’ 
New York World, the same author- 
ity added: “You will note that the 
number of patients in institutions 
has more than tripled during the 
last 30 years, while the rate per 
100,000 has nearly doubled.” 

Certainly the prospect is alarm- 
ing, to say the least. The problem 
of insanity, its nature, prevalence 
and cure, its ethical implications, 
is raised every now and again. 
when it is brought violently the 
fore in murder trials. Just now, 
for instance, special interest at- 
taches to the subject by reason of 
the sensational cases of the wife- 
poisoner, Baring. committed to 
Matteawan, and of the wealthy 
youths, Leopold and Loeb, exam- 
ined by an army of alienists in 
preparation for their defense 
against the charge of the kidnap- 
ing and murder of the Franks boy 
in Chicago. 

But such passing flares of public 
concern are evanescent enough: 
they burn out rapidly. They per- 
haps raise the momentary ques- 
tion, “Are there more insane peo- 
ple among us than we imagine?” 
The public meditates for a while, a 
few learned doctors make state- 
ments; then the matter is forgot- 
ten promptly—or as soon as all the 
more harrowing concrete details of 
the crime have been thoroughly 
aired and digested. Such things, 
for all the furore they create tem- 


}porarily, are only minor symptoms 


of a mighty general malady, which, 
like a fattening leach, is sucking 
the healthy blood out of the body 
of society. They raise vivid but 
only superficial aspects of ‘the 


great and really pressing problem 


of our increasing menta! deterior- 
ation. ° 
The observation that there will 
be no less than 300.000 recognized 
within the borders of the 
Sates by the year 1946 is an 
authoritative indication so startling 
as_to all minor consid- 
erations. If this still seems an ex- 
travagant prophecy. one can point 
to the proved fact that in New

Amazing Cost in Money. 

That we are, as a nation, literally 
going insane by thousands, is in it- 
self sufficiently fearful and thrill- 
ing. But perhaps it can be made 
to appeal to our practical sense as 
well as to our sentiments. Let us 
for a moment forget the cost in an- 
guish and think only of the insanity 
toll in dollars, of the burden on the 
taxpayers. Last year the people of 
New York State voted a bond issue 
of $50,000,000 to provide additional! 
buildings for the wards of the 
State. It will come as an unpleas- 
ant shock to many to discover that 
no less than $38,000,000 out of this 
fund will have to go to the provi- 
sion of accommodations for the in- 
sane. 

Two obvious questions present 
themselves to the most cursory ex- 
aminer of these facts: 

1. What are the causes of the 
alarming prevalence of mental dis- 
ease among us and of its constant 
increase, even in proportion to our 
increasing population? 

2. What is being done, and what 
can and must be done in the future 
to cure, remedy or counteract men- 
tal disease, to preserve the nation’s 
sanity? 

Before we proceed to indicate the 
answers, it might be well to take a 
parting glance at the general sta- 
tistics covering the matter. Here 
are the figures showing the in- 
crease in the number and “propor- 
tion of insane since 1880, when the 
first Federal insane census was

What the Figures Show. 


For the year 1922 the United 
States Department of Commerce 
has recently made public the totai 
number of mentally diseased, fee- 
ble-minded and epileptics tn insti- 
tutions. This number, of course, 
exceeds that of the definitely in- 
sane alone, which it includes. But 
the figures show the general trend 
of the situation. On Jan. 1, 1922, 
there were 334,153 patients on the 
books. By Dec. 31 the number had 
increased to 348,186. (Compare 
this with the 1910 statistics: Jan. 1, 
only 208,522; Dec. 31, 217,071.) 

Still later figures are available 
for New York State, which may 
be taken as typical of the whole 
nation. On June 1, 1923, 41,300 
patients were on the books of the 
civil State hospitals, 1527 in the 
two hospitals for the criminal in- 
sane and 1162 in private licensea 
institutions—a total of 43,989. On 
Tune 1. 1924, the figures were 42,- 
164, 1525 and 1295, respectively— 
a total of 44,974. and an increase 
of almost 1000 in 12 months. 

In the matter of “first admis- 
sions” to institutions or new cases 
of insanity. official New York 
State statistics still sho contin- 
ued increase. Here is the story:

A continuation of this steady in- 
crease, for at least some years to 
come. must be realized and pre- 
pared for. But why must it con- 
tinue? Dr. . Mayo declares, “I' 
might say that insanity is a pecu- 
Har result of civilization.

in family, 2.3 per cent; childbirth, 
1 per cent. Accidental causes, in- 
juries to the head and the like, 
provide only 0.7 per cent, 

Disappointment in love affects 
the minds of four times as many 
women as men, but still rates only 
“07 per cent, in spite of all that 
poets and sentimentalists say and 
write. Syphilis claims 13.7 per 
cent: alcohol, 5.04 per cent, and 
drugs, .07 per cent. 

But nearly half the cases (45.2 
per cent) are due to what is called 
‘temperamentally abnormal make- 
up.” That this is due to the rapid 
shifting of our population from the 
quiet country into the — restiess 
cities, there can be no doubt. Dr. 
Pollock has stated positively that 
“the rate of mental disease is high- 
er in cittes than in rural districts. 
This principle has always been true, 
in spite of the widely circulated 
legend to the contrary. There is a 
prevalent tradition that the rate 
of mental diseases is extremely 
high among farmers’ wives. I have 
sought in vain for the origin of 
that tradition and for its basis in 
fact. We now know that farmers 
wives are conspicuously free from 
mental disease, more so even than 


less mental disease than their city 
brothers. Our cities are rapidly 
growing and our rural population is 
relatively declining. We may 
therefore expect further increases 
from this cause in the rate of men- 
tal disease from the populations as 
a whole.” 


Record from the Cities. 


Again the figures tell the same 
story. Of the “first admissions” 
in 1922, 88.2 per cent came from 
urban districts and only 11.8 from 
rural communities, while the dis- 
tribution of the general population 
was 82.7 tn cities and 17.3 rural. 

The economic conditions that go 
with civilization and the bitter 
fighting for mere existence that 
goes on in cities have much to an- 
swer for. People who have no fi- 
nancial difficulties, who do not feel 
the harrowing need of money, do 
not as a rule insane. 10.3 per 
cent of our insane patients were 
found to have been comfortably 
situated, 8.2 per cent were depend- 
ents and presumably had no wor- 
fries as to dollars and cents—but 
79.8 per cent were described as be- 
ing in ‘“‘marginal circumstances.” 
that is, compelled to struggle des- 
perately for bare necessities, to 
think daily and hourly of the 
threatening possibility of abject 
poverty.

Here Are Hints 
~ For Summer Menus 


For the Children 


By JEANNETTE YOUNG NORTON 
Authority on Home Cooking. 


HE changing of the nursery 

menu to fit the season is very 

Important. Even though little 
folks. do not eat as much; heavy 
food during the winter as grown- 
up persons, still in early summer 
it is wise to eliminate very heavy 
articles from their diet. 

The fetding of children is re- 
céiving a great deal of careful con- 
sideration nowadays. Orange juice 
was looked at askance when first 
advocated as a beverage for chil- 
dren. Now in food experiments 
with child feeding, especially in the 
case of underweight children, or- 
anges are found as valuable as 
milk owing to the high vitamine 
content. Orangeade is not only a 
refreshing drink, but a healthful 
one as well and is better for chil- 
dren than the more acid lemonade. 

A simple breakfast for a warm 
mornihg may start with a baked 
apple and a little cream, preferably 
sweetened with a bit of honey 
rather than sugar. A dish of some 
wholesome céreal should follow, 
with a giass of milk and buttered 
toast. For the midmorning lunch- 
eon, a glass of rich orangeade and 
three graham crackers are suffi- 
cient. For the middle of the day 
dinner a child may have a broiled 
lamb chop, a baked potato, a small 
dish of peas, spinach, creamed car- 
rots or carefully-prepared string 


ter, and a very simple pudding of 
boiled rice or sago, or a fruit jelly, 
tapioca, junket or a custard. In 
midafternoon should it be neces- 
sary, a glass of milk with a few 
graham crackers, rice cookies or 
simple ginger snaps are enough. 

For the simple supper, serve a 
bow! of bread and milk or a light 
cereal if the child prefers it, or a 
cupful of buillon with whole-wheat 
bread and butter, a glass of mHk 
and a dish of stewed peaches, a 
poached apple or a little apple- 
sauce. A fruit jelly with two plain 
cookfes may be substituted as a 
dessert. 4 

A quart of milk a day is usually 
considered the right amount per 
child. This may be taken as a 
drink, used on frult or a cereal or 
cooked in the form of creamed 
vegetables. A cupful of orange 
juice may be used in any way liked 
—in orangeade, a drink before 
breakfast or in a quick jelly. Fresh, 
green vegetables supply iron anda 
other minerals that the child needs, 
as do the yolks of eggs used in 
thickening the cream sauces that 
children usually like so well. 

Broths, light creamed soups, a 
little broiled chicken or squab, the 
whites of poached eggs, homemade 
sponge cake or pound cake, a 
guava paste, raisin fondant and 
maple sugar may appear on the

HOME-MAKING HELPS 


“Everything About the House Helps to Make the Home”

What a Little Thought Will Do to Transform a House. 


HABBINESS and neglect make } 
S a home look dreary and pover- 


ty-stricken. It pays to furbish 
up. Clean windows and curtains 
brighten the plainest room, freshly 
oiled or varnished woodwork make 
even old wall paper séem iéss ob- 
jectionable. If thé rugs are grimy 
and dull-looking, wash them and 
they will seem almost new. Don't 
say: “These wil] do until I get new 
rugs.” They won't, for dirt is de- 
pressing and we cannot feel pros- 
perous if we are shabby. Freshen 
up whaf you have and new things 
will come twice as quickly. 
Nothing looks worse than dirty 
or stained leather furniture. And 
there is no need of having it look 
so. Just wash the surface with 
saddle soap, dry it, then rub it with 
@ lNttle lemon oil. Apply the oil 
with a soft bit of old flannel. Rub 
it in well, then polish with a dry 
flannel and you will be surprised at 
the difference in the appearance 
‘of your leather furniture. Leather 
cushions may be cleaned the same 
Way, and even lamp shades of 
leather respond to the treatment. 
Don’t try to make the slip-covers 
last all summer without washing 
them, if you happen to live where 
there is a great deal of dust, and 
you have the windows open, for 
nothing looks as badly as dirty 
slips.
